Tho action 'of the democratic
leaders is in the face of a report of
tho tariff board which cam to the
house last December. President
Taft, in his veto last summer, urged
that there had been no report from
tho tariff board on tho subject.

"It was determined to, introduce
tho bill just as we, introduced it last
summer, carrying a 20 per cent ad
valorem duty on raw wool, a reduc-
tion of about 50 per cent from the
duties of the Payne-Aldric- h law,"
said Chairman Underwood.

The bill differs from the bill
vetoed by the president principally
in the duty assessed on raw wool.
The houso bill carried 20 per cent,
but after the conference the house
leaders yielded and the bill as finally
passed, carried a 29 per cent duty on
raw wool.

Other schedules of the bill intro-
duced are:

Combed wools, 25 per cent.
Yarns, wholly or 'in part of wool,

30 per cent.
Knit fabrics, felts not woven and

manufactures of wool, 40 per cent.
Blankets and flannels, valued

above 50 cents a pound, 45 per cent.
Women's and children's dress

goods, etc.. 45 per cent.
Ready made clothing, 45 per cent.
vveobings, bandings, beltings,

braids, etc., 35 per cent.
Carpets 40, 35 and 30 per cent,

according to grade.
